MiJburn House, Buffalo, W. Y., Sept. 


14, 2:15 a. m.—President McKinley has 
just died. He had heen unconscious 
since 7:50 o'clock last evening. 


MILBUBN, HOUSE, 
BOTFAI.O, Sept. 


14,3:00 A. M.—President William Mc- 
Kinley died this morning at 215 
o'clock. 
He had been unconscious 


since 7:10 last evening. His lasb con 
scions hour on earth was passed with 
the wife to whom he had devoted a life 
time of care. 


The president died nnattended by 


ajy minister of the gospel, but his last 
words expressed his humble submission 
to the God in whom ho had always be- 
lieved. 


Be was reconciled to the cruel fate 


forced upon him by an assassin's bullet 
and faced death with the name calmness 
and poise which had marked his honor 
able career. 


The president's last conscious words, 


as reduced Ito writing by Dr. Mann, 
who was close to his bedside, were: 


Good by, all, good by. It is God's 


way. His will be doae." 


The president's relatives and 
the 


members of his official family who were 
at the PJilburn house, (,vith the exoep 
tion of Secretary Wilson, who did not 
avail himself of the opportunity,) and 
some of the president's personal and 
political friends, took a last look at the 
dying man. 


The painful ceremony was very sim 


pie. 
They went to the door of the 


death chamber, one by one, and from 
the sill cast a locgmg glance at the dy 
ing statesman. The president was prac 
tically unconscious during this time. 


Powerful heart stimulants and oxygen 


had to be employed by the physicians ( 
to restore him to consciousness for the 
farewell meeting with his wife, 


He asked for her, she came and held 


his hand. Bhe showed the same brav> 
ery and fortitude which have charac 
terized her ever since her husband was 
shot by the assassin in the Temple of 
Music. 


The immediate cause of the prasi 


dent's death is undetermined. His phy 
sicians disagree, and it is possible that 
an autopsy may be necessary. 


The body will be removed to Wash 


ingtou, and there a state funeral will 
take place. 


Vice President Koosevelfc, who now 


succeeds to the chief executive's chair, 
may take the oath of office wherever he 
hears the news of Mr. McKinley's 
death. 


The members of the cabinet, of 


course, will all resign, and Mr. Koote 
velt will have the opportunity of form 
ing an entirely new cabinet, if he 10 
chooses. 


THOSE LAST LONG HOURS.

The announcement of the president's 
death to those waiting down stairs was 
postponed until the members of the 
family had withdrawn. Through Secre 
tary Cortelyon, the waiting newspaper 
men outside received notification of the 
end. In a trice there was the keenest 
excitement on the broad avenue, bat not 
the slightest trace of disorder. 


When the newo was communicated to 


the party downstairs, a great sigh of 
anguish went up from the strong men 
present. 


The cabinet membors, senators and 


immediate friends of the dead presi 
dent, with mournful tread and bowed 
heads, walked away/^through the dark 
ness. Not ono of them had it dry eye, 
*nd some even moaned iu their grief. 


The military guard, was augmented 


<ibout the house, but the crowd wan not 
long iu melting away .after hearing the 
news. They gave unmistakable evi- 
dence of I heir deep sorrow. 


la a short Umo the newspaper men, 


police, eentnofi and others whose du- 
ties kapt them abroad were the. on]; 
persons in the immediate vicinity. 


Those in the death chamber when 


the president passed away were Secre 
tary Cqrtclyow, Dr. Ilixcy, Mrs. and 


JJarbour and MUs Duncan. 


MILBUKX HOUSE, Sept. 13.—Before 


six o'clock this evening, it became clear 
to those at the president's bedside that 
he was dying, and preparations were 
made for the last farewell from those 
nearest and dearest to him. Oxygen 
had been steadily administered, but 
with little effect, the president coming 
out of one period of unconsciousness 
only to relapse into another; but while 
his mind was partially clear there oc- 
curred a serious of events that were pro 
foundly touching. 


Down stairs, with drawn and tear 


stained faces, were grouped the meai- 
ber of the cabinet, aware that the time 
was rapidly approaching when they 
must leave the president for the last 
time on earth. This was about six 
o'clock. 
One by one, they ascended 


the stairs, Secretaries Hoot un.l Hitch- 
cock and Attorney General Knox. Sec- 
retary Wilson was also there, but hold 
biek, not wishing to see the president 
in his Itibt agony, 


Tho cabinet members made only a 


momentary stay on the threshold of 
the chamber, and then withdrew, with 
tears streaming down their cheeks. 


After they left the physicians rallied 


the president, and almost immediately 
he asked for his wife. The doctors foil 
back into the shadows of the death 
chamber as Mrs. McKinley came in. 


Tho ftrong face of the dying man 


lighted up faintly us ho saw his wife 
und they clasped each other by the 
hand, She sat beside him and held his 
haud and despite her evident weakness, 
bore up bravely. 


In the last moments of the president's 


final period of unconsciousness, which 
ended at 7:iO o'clock, he faintly chanted 
a part of the beautiful hymn, "Nearer, 
My God, To Thee." 


His last audible words were uttered j 


roan afterward. As taken down by Dr. ' 
Mann, they were: "Good 
by, — all 


goodby. It is God's way. His will be 
done." 


Then his mind began to wander and 


soon he lost consciousness entirely. 
At 


8:;jO, the administration of oxygen was 
discontinued and the president's pulse 
grow fainter and fainter. 
Gradually, 


like a child, he was slipping away into 
the eternal slumber. 


At ten o'clock, there was no longer 


any pulse in his extremities and they 
grew cold. 


At 11:47, Dr. Janewoy of New York, 


the heart specialist, arrived and was 
admitted to the house. 


MIT.BUBN HOUSE, Sept. 14, IjOO A. M.— 


At this hour President McKinley is 
barely breathing. It is scarcely dis- 
cernible. 
His pulse has stopped and 


his extremities are cold. 
Do ia still 


alive, however, and the doctors are un- 
able to tell whether minutes or hours 
will mark the continuance of bib earthly 
existence. 


1:30 A. si—An attendant has just 


come from the Milburn house, who says 
the president's pulse has shown practi 
oally no activity for hours. 
There is 


now only a very slight heart boat. All 
the doctors are still up stairs and near 
at hand to the president. 


The president has been unconscious 


since 11:40 tonight. Dr. Mann and Dr. 
Janeway, tlio New York heart special 
ist, who arrived at midnight, are with 
the president. 


Dr. Janeway agrees with the other 


physicians that there is 
no 
hope. 


Whether artificial restoratives are beiog 
resorted to, or not, cannot be learned.

upon himself a serious view of life.

McKlnler's father was an iron manu-

McKlnley's mother was alert and vig- 


trous, mentally and physically, up to 
the time of her death, which occurred 
when she was nearly ninety joars of 
age. 


Major MeKlnley'8 home life was very 


,bappy despite the fact that his wife 


vors and reciprocated the sacred affec- 
tion. Hor home life was short, for out 
of the thirty years of married life more 
than twenty-four were passed by her 
husband In the public bervlcc. 


Mrs. 
McKlnley for years has spent 


much of her leisure In crocheting those 
dainty little slippers which have so 
many times brought sunshine Into 
gloomy hospital wards in various parts 
of tho country. It Is said that she hns 
knitted over B.OOO pairs of thone blip- 
pors In her twenty-six years of Invalid 
life. In appearance Mrs. McKlnloy Is 
of medium height, wllh brown hair 
and largo doop blue. eyes. Although an 
Invalid, sho was fond of making and 
receiving calls and often wont on hhop- 
plng tours. Mrs. McKlnley never caiod 
much for dress, although her tollotb 
hate always been In excellent taste. 


For many years Mrs. McKlnley's face 


has betrayed a faint languor, buggos 
five of the Invalid, but it is fair and 
boars a stamp of beauty, In spite of the 
Ufty-tiveyenrs bhecarrles. Her 111 health 
dates from girlhood. As a studont she 
with difficulty undertook the studies 
of the oour.se, bj reason of this condl 
tlon, but with constant care aud fre- 
quont medical attention she overcame 
all trouble HV.fBciently to enjoy life and 
to taste of Its pleasures. Her actual 
luvalidlsm dates from the birth of hor 
hecond child, In 1871. This child died 
In Its infancy anu was followed by the 
first child, a. daughter of three years, a 
Hhort time afterward.

His 
comrades of the rank and file bear tes- 
iimony to the fact that he was a good 
Soldier; that he performed every duty 
devolving upon him with fidelity and 
Intelligence and without complaint. 
They congratulated him, therefore, 
when he was made commissary ser- 
geant of the regiment. Later, after 
Antletam, he was made a second lieu- 
tenant, and the Mahonlng county boy 
had risen from the ranks. 
, 


Ho w;»s now to all Intents and pnr- 


poses a trained veteran. lie had had 
his baptism In blood at Carnifex Per- 
ry. He bad gone through (ho West 
Virginia campaign and become a part 
of the magnificent Army of the Poto- 
mac under McClellan. South Mountain 
and Antletam had been made immor- 
tal by the blood of heroes, and the 
shoulder straps were worn with a due 
but not exaggerated realization of the 
responsibilities they Implied. He be- 
came a second lieutenant on Sept, 24, 
1802. He was promoted to first lieu- 
tenant Feb. 7, 18G3. His commission 
as captain bears date July 25,1864. 


The brevet rank of major was con- 


ferred by President Lincoln "for gal- 
lant and meritorious services at the 
battles of Opequan, Fisher's Creek nnd 
Cedar Hill." He was with Sheridan 
In the Shenandoah campaign, was at 
"Winebaster, Cednr Creek, Fisher's 
IIIH, 
Opequan, 
Kornstown, 
Floyd 


Mountain and Berryvlllo, where his 
horse was shot under him, and In all 
the battles in which the Twenty-third 
participated. He served on the staffs 
of Generals Hayes, Crook, Hancock 
and Carroll. 
He was mustered out 


with the regiment July 20, 1805, after 
more than four years' continuous serv- 
ice.

At the time he 
was fir'-t elected to congress he enjoyed 
one of the best general practices In the 
county. 


As a lawyer Mr. McKlnlpy was nl- 


wnys thorough and careful In the prep- 
aration of cases. He had the confidence 
of everybody and soon became particu- 
larly prominent as an advocate. 
He 


prepared himself by thorough courses 
of rending for Ills public career. He re- 
sembled (larfleld much In this respect 
nnd possessed elements of strength by 
renson of his thorough study of. polit- 
ical subjects. He seems to have had In 
view from tho beginning the devotion 
of hlH life to public service. During nil 
his onrly professional yours ho wns nn 
active participant In llopubllcnn cam- 


nnd oarlj gave evidence of the

When 
General Gar field received the nomina- 
tion for the presidency, Mr. Mdvlulcy 
was aligned to tho vacancy on the 


Committee on wars and means. H«! 
served on the last mentioned committee 
until the expiration ol his last term an, 
representative. 'While chairman of this 
committee he framed the McKlnley bill, 
which afterward became a law. 


McKlnley was a protege of ei-Presl- 


dent Hayes, and up to the time of tho 
tatter's death he (^cognized the ex- 
president as his adviser and counselor. 
He was in General Hayes' regiment 
during the civil war. General Hayes 
knew him and his father well, and saw 
In the dashing young cavalier the germ 
of greatness. He needed a counselor, 
an adviser, a friend, aud General 
Hayes watched over him with the 
filial love, devotion and pride of a 
father. 


The war ended, IrlcKinley still re- 


mained an object of hope, of interest 
and pride to General Hayes. McKin- 
iey became a candidate for congress 
and was elected. When Hayes was 
president, McKinley was In the house 
of representatives. The major was a 
freq,uent welcome visitor at the White 
House. One day the president gave 
McKlnley advice, which made McKln- 
ley the foremost champion of a pro- 
tective tariff. President Hayes thus 
spoke to the young representative: 


"To achieve success and fame you 


must pursue a special line. You must 
not make a speech on every motion 
offered or'bill Introduced. You must 
confine yourself to one particular 
thing. Become a specialist. Take up 
some branch of legislation nnd make 
that your study. Why not take up the 
subject of tariff? Being a subject that 
will not be settled for years to come, 
It offers a great field for study and a 
chance for ultimate fame." 


With these words ringing in his ears 


McKinley began studying the tariff 
and soon became the foremost author- 
ity on the subject.

During his first term the 


state board of arbitration was created, 
and he made the workings of the board 
a matter of personal supervision during 
the entire four years of his admlnistra 
tlon. 


No account of McKlnley's connection 


with labor problems would be complete 
without some mention of the tireless 
energy which he displayed In securing 
relief for the 2,000 miners in the Hock- 
ing valley mining district who early in 
1895 were reported out of work and 
destitute. The news first came to the 
governor one night at midnight, but be- 
fore 5 o'clock in the morning he hat! 
upon his own responsibility dispatched 
to the afflicted district a car containing 
$1,000 worth of provisions. 
Later he 


made appeals for assistance and finally 
distributed among the 2,732 families In 
the district clothing and provisions to 
the amount of $32,796.95. 


McKlnley's nomination and election 


to the presidency in 1890, the stirring 
events of 1891, culminating in 1898 in 
the war with Spain, and the acqnisi 
tfon for the first; time in this country's 
history of foreign territory by conques 
as well as his re-election, with Theo- 
dore Koosevelt as his running mate, in 
1900 are events of too recent occur 
rence to require more than passing 
mention'. With the circumstances eur 
rounding his death, resulting from th 
bullet of -an assassin, fired while Mr 
McKlnley was receiving at the Pan 
American exposition, and his gallan 
but unsuccessful fight for life the pul> 
lie Is but too painfully familiar.

ft. Formidable "Weapon That I* 


OB the Blue Whale*. 


To pursue the blue whale successfully 


a boat is required that can steam 12 
knots an hour' and whjcb. is furnished 
with a formidable weapon known as the 
harpoon gun. 


The harpoon gun is a ponderous piece 


of apparatus placed on a raised platform 
on the prow of the whaler and consists of 
a short, stout cannon, mounted on a broad 
pedestal, on which it can rotate horizon- 
tally. The gun has also a vertical mo- 
tion and can be turned quickly in what- 
ever direction the prow of the ship domi- 
nates. On the top of the gun are "sights" 
for aiming, just as in a rifle. Behind is 
the stock, which is grasped in the hand 
•when firing the gun, and beneath it the 
trigger. The breech is a boxlike arrange- 
ment situated just where the stock is 
fastened to the gun proper. The gun is 
loaded-in the ordinary way from the muz- 
zle, and the harpoon is tightly rammed 
into it. To discharge the gun a small car- 
tridge, with a wir« attached, is first put 
into the breech. Pressure on the trigger 
causes a pull on the wire, which ignites 
the cartridge and discharges the gun si- 
multaneously. 


The harpoon is about sis feet in length 


and very massive. It consists essentially 
of three parts—the anterior conical por- 
tion, the movable barbs and the shaft. 
The anterior conical piece is an explosive 
shell filled with gunpowder and screws on 
to the rest of the'harpoon. The explosive 
shell is fired with a time fuse after the 
harpoon is imbedded in the whale. 


Behind the explosive conical piece lie 


the four barbs, situated at right angles 
to each other. Those barbs are-always 
bound down tightly together with thin 
rope when the harpoon is going to be dis- 
charged. As the harpoon penetrates the 
flesh of the whale this rope gets brushed 
off the barbs and in doing so pulls a wire, 
which sets fire to the fuse and it explodes, 
the shf-Il in a few seconds. 
The shell 


gots blown to pieces and makes a terrific 
wound in the whale's interior, and the 
explosion causes the four barbs to stand 
out so that it becomes impossible for the 
harpoon to be withdrawn. 
The rest of 


the harpoon consists of a long shaft with 
a slot in it, in which a ring moves freely 
with the rope attached. 


If the whale is at all well hit, the har- 


poon gots imbedded about five feet, and 
unless the rope breaks the animal cannot 
escape. The rope, which is a very stout 
one, 
passes from the harpoon on to a 


round tray in front of the gun, where a 
coil of 30 feet or so lies. It then passe" 
backward over a pulley on to the drum of 
n double steam winch supplied \uth au 
immensely powerful brake. 


Taken all in all the harpoon gun is 


about the most exquisitely cruel instru- 
ment of destruction devised by the in- 
genuity of man! But it is only when one 
sees and knows the prodigious brute It is 
meant to destroy that one realizes that it 
is nevertheless none too effective. 
The 


jnm is never discharged nt a greater dis- 
tance than r>0 foot and seldom, indeed, at 
more than 30 from the whale. To bo able 
to get so near requires not only very fine 
seamanship, but a very intimate knowl- 
edge of the habits of the animal.—Pear- 
eon's Magazine.

Testimony is accumulating 
on this point from physicians, nurses, 
inspectors and others. The head of the 
nurses' settlement of New York said 
before- tin* commission of investigation: 
"Tuberculosis seems to be the disease 


11ft the city are several agencies which 


do a large and remunerative business in 
furnishing institutions of learning with 
teachers. These agencies are In constant 
touch with colleges and normal schools 
on oue hand and with the schools of the 
country on the other. The agency deals 
iu teachers almost as a merchant dees iu 
dry goods. The agency studies its cus- 
tomers and knows the availability of the 
material it places on the market. 


Providing a school with a teacher has 


coiuu to be almost entirely n business 
transaction. The normal school or col- 
lege is the factory which can be relied 
upon to turn out a certain number of 
teachers annually. The agency is the 
market place, and the agent is the sales- 
man who disposes of the college product 
to the consumers, the ever increasing 
schools oC the country. 


One of the largest of the city agencies 


is on the second floor of a quiet old build- 
ins not far from I'nion square. In the 
main oilice, which is carpeted and hand- 
somely furnished, eight clerks are at 
work answering letters and applications 
from botli prospective teachers and from 
schools. In nn inner office the aspirant 
for the oilice of pedagogue is put through 
a series of questions to lest his or her 
ability. Ou the result of this interview 
depends tho classification in which his 
services are p'aeed npon the market. 


An idea of the modus operand! of the 


teachers' supply business as it is conduct- 
ed was given to the writer a few days ago 
by the manager tjf this agency. It is usu- 
ally in junior year at college that a 5-oung 
man decides upon his profession. If it be 
tea,'liing, lie opens a correspondence with 
the agency, of "w hose existence he. is tils 
informed by Ihe college authorities. Tli 
ret in n mail brings him a blank, which h 
tills out with answers to many questions.

ley.

when, as a mere stripling, he hold 
sway in a log cabin country school 
to the tragic moment when, as 
chief executive of the nation, ho 
was felled by.the assassin's bullet. 
During all that time his record 
suffered neither blot nor blemish. 
He was tested as a soldier, as a 
lawyer, as a politician, as a states- 
man, as the head of the nation. 
In each case he stood the test. 


In private life he began by be- 


ing a manly boy, a dutiful and obe- 
dient son. He continued as a 
faithful and loving husband, one 
whose example has had its good ef- 
fect on the national character. 
His life was typically American, 
the life of an American of the best 
type. And through it all ho was 
a .patriot. Above personal ambi- 
tion were ever in his mind his 
country and his country's good.

A younger son, lie was destined by 


lib father, after whom he was named, 
for the bar. He was educated nt thn

Kinley, then a rising young lawyer, 
vanquished all rivalry, removed the 
young woman from the cashier's win- 
dow and won from honest James Sax- 
ton these words when the hand of the 
daughtes was gained:

•'He carirled the miisfcct"for fourteen 
months; then he was promoted. Bnt 
he won his promotion honestly. His 
comrades of the rank and file bear tes- 
fclmony to the fact that he was a good 
Boldier; that he performed every duty 
devolving upon him with fidelity and 
intelligence and without complaint. 
They congratulated him, therefore, 
when he was made commissary ser- 
geant of the regiment. Later, after 
Antietam, he was made a second lieu- 
tenant, and the Mahoning county boy 
had risen from the ranks. ' , .

He wife now to all intents and par- 


poses a trained veteran. He had ha4 
his baptism in blood at Carnifex Fer- 
ry. He bad gone through the West 
Virginia campaign and become a part 
of the magnificent Army of ,the Poto- 
mac under McClellan. South Mountain 
and Antietam had been 'made immor- 
tal by the blood of heroes, and the 
shoulder straps were worn with a due 
but not exaggerated realization of the 
responsibilities they Implied.

When the war closed, McKinley was

At length 
bo yielded to their persuasions and re- 
luctantly gave up his dreams of inar- 
tlal glory and bent his mind upon the 
pui-milts of peace.

He 
runt, about for a profession, and natu- 
rally, considering the- bent of hla mind, 
lie chose tlie law. He became a student 
In the oflicea of Charles E. Gliddon 
and David Wllnon, then leaders of the 
Mahoning county bar. Ho supplement- 
ed his reading by taking the course at 
the Albany l<aw school and in 380" 
was admitted to tho bar. He located 
at Canton, where he formed a partner- 
ship with Judge Belden. 


He was an excellent advocate, even 


in those early days, uud made some of 
tho best jury arguments ever heard nt 
the Stark county bar. At the time ho 
was first elected to congress he enjoyed 
one of the best general practices In the 
county. 


As a lawyer Mr. McKinley was al- 


ways thorough and careful in the prep- 
aration of cases. He had the confidence 
of everybody and soon became particu- 
larly prominent as an advocate. He 
prepared himself by thorough courses 
of reading for his public career; He re- 
sembled C.arfleld much in this respect 
and possessed elements of strength by 
reason of hla thorough study of polit- 
ical subjects. He seems to have had in 
view from the beginning the devotion 
of his life to public service. During all 
his early professional years ho was an 
active participant in liepublfcan cam- 
paigns and early gave evidence'of the 
power he later developed as a public 
speaker and orator. The plan of his 
political speaking was always the same, 
lie first thoroughly mastered the sub- 
ject In hand and then presented It forci- 
bly. 


Major McKinley was but thirty-three 


years old when he was elected by the 


people of his dis- 
trict to represent 
them In congress. 
There he soon made 
his mark and was 
returned at each 
subsequent election 
until that of 1890, 


In which year a change In the bounda- 
ries of his district defeated him by a 
majority of only 302. 


While In congress he served On the

expenditures In the postofllco depart- 
ment and tho committee ou rules. When 
General (tarflold received tho nomina-

He] 
served on .the last mentioned committee 
until the expiration of .his lastjerm as, 
representative. While chairman of thla 
committee he framed the McKinley bill, 
which afterward became a law. 


McKinley was a protege of ex-Presi- 


dent Hayes, and up to the time of th« 
latter"8 death he ^cognized the ex- 
president as his adviser and counselor. 
He was in General Hayes* regiment 
during-the civil war. General Hayes 
knew him and his'father well, and'saw 
In the dashing young cavalier the germ 
of greatness. He needed a counselor, 
an adviser, a friend, and General 
Hayes watched'over him with the 
filial tove, devotion and. pride of a. 
father. .

The war ended, .McKlcley still, re- 


mained an object of hope, of interest 
and pride to General Hayes. McKih- 
iey became a candidate for congress 
end was- elected. When Hayes was 
president, McKinley was in the house 
of representatives. The major was a 
frequent welcome visitor at the White 
House. One day the president gave 
McKinley advice, which made McKin- 
ley the foremost champion of a pro- 
tective tariff. President Hayes thus 
spoke to the young representative: 


"To achieve success and fame you 


must pursue a special line. You must 
not make a speech on every motion 
offered or bill Introduced. You must 
confine yourself 
to one particular 


thing. Become a specialist. Take up 
some branch of legislation and make 
that your study. Why not take up the 
subject of tariff? Being a subject that 
will not be tattled for years to come, 
It offers "a great field for study and a 
chance for ultimate fame." 


With these words ringing In his ears 


McKinley began studying the tariff 
and soon became the foremost author- 
ity ou the subject. 


The day upon which the "McKinley 


tariff bill" was passed in the house 
must always stand as the stiprerne mo- 
ment of McKlnley's congressional ca- 
reer. The bill, by adroit parliamentary 
generalship which had prevented it 
from being weighed down with amend' 
mcuts not approved by the committee, 
had been brought under the operation 
of the previous question. It stood com- 
plete, ready to go forth for good or 
evil. Upon McKinley devolved the task 
of smoothing its path and speeding it 
upon Its way. 


The occasion, thoroughly advertised, 


attracted to the capltol an Immense 


throng. 
The gal- 


leries were one 
mass of humanity, 
and the anticipa- 
tion of the vote 
had compelled the 
attendance of ev- 
ery member.

usual, McKinley spoke without notes. 
Ills voice, penetrating but not harsh, 
filled the chamber.

It was this earnestness and self con- 


viction that made McKlnley's address 
In the house and on the stump so effec 
tivp. Indeed the occasion Is still re 
culled when he held an audience of 
Georgia people for two hours at a 
Chnntancjua assembly near Atlanta 
while lie preached to them the glories 
of the protective tariff system. 
"It 


was only by the greatest self control,'1 
said the late Henry W. Grady, speak 
ln^ of this event afterward, "that ] 
restrained myself from rising as Me 
Kiidey concluded his wonderful speecli 
and declaring myself henceforth ready 
to follow him as a disciple."

operate with you in every endeavor to 
secure a wise, economical and honora- 
ble administration and, so far as can 
be done, the improvement and eleva- 
tion of the public service." 


From the day of his inauguration 


Governor McKinley took the greatest 
interest in the management of the pub- 
lic benevolent institutions of the .state, 
and he made a study of means for their 
betterment. During his first term the 
state board of arbitration was created, 
and he made the -workings of the board 
a matter of personal supervision during 
the entire four years of his adrrilnistra 
tion. 


No account of McKlnley's connection 


with labor problems would be complete 
without some mention of the tireless 
energy which he displayed in securing 
relief for the 2,000 miners in the Hock- 
Ing valley mining district who early in 
1895 were reported out of work ancl 
destitute. The news first came to the 
governor one night at midnight, but be- 
fore 5 o'clock' in. the morning he had 
upon his own responsibility dispatched 
to the afflicted district a car containing 
$1,000 worth of' provisions. Later he 
made appeals for assistance and finally 
distributed among the 2,732 families in 
the district clothing and provisions to 
the amount of §32,796.95. 


McKinley's nomination and election

Ik Formidable Wenpoii That I« Ifoet, 


on the Blue \Vhale. 


To pursue the blue whale successfully 


a boat is required that can steam 12 
knots an hour and which is furnished 
with a formidable weapon known as the 
harpoon gun. 


The harpoon gun is a ponderous piece 


of apparatus placed on a raised platform 
on the prow of the whaler and consists of 
a short, stout cannon, mounted On a broad 
pedestal, on which it can rotate horizon- 
tally. The gun has also a vertical mo- 
tion and can be turned quickly in what- 
ever direction the prow of the ship domi- 
nates. On tie top of the gun are "sights" 
for aiming, just as in a rifle. Behind is 
the stock, which is grasped in the hand 
when firing the gun, and beneath it the 
trigger. The breech is a boxlike arrange- 
ment situated just where the stock is 
fastened to the gun proper. The gun is 
loaded in the ordinary way from the muz- 
zle, 
and the harpoon is tightly rammed 


into it To discharge the gun a small car- 
tridge, with a wire attached, is first put 
into the breech. Pressure on the trigger 
causes a pull on the wire, which ignites 
the cartridge and discharges the guu si- 
multaneously. 


The harpoon is about six foot In. length 


and very massive. It consists essentially 
of three parts—the anterior conical por- 
tion, the movable barbs and the shaft. 
The anterior conical piece is an explosive 
shell filled with gunpowder and screws on 
to the rest of the "harpoon. The explosive 
shell is fired with a time fuse after the 
harpoon is imbedded in the whale. 


Behind the explosive conical piece lie 


the four barbs, situated at right augles 
to each other. These barbs are always 
bound down tightly together with thin 
rope when the harpoon is going to be dis- 
charged. As the harpoon penetrates the 
flesh of the whale this rope gets brushed 
off the barbs and in doing so pulls n wire, 
which sets fire to the fuse and it explodes 
the shell in a few seconds. The shell 
gets blown to pieces and makes a terrific 
wound in the whale's interior, and the 
explosion causes the four barbs to stand 
out so that it becomes impossible for the 
harpoon to bo withdrawn. The rest of 
the harpoon consists of a long shaft with 
a slot iu it, in which a ring moves freely 
with the rope attached. 


If the whale is at all well hit, the har- 


poon gets imbedded about five feet, and 
unless the rope breaks the animal cannot 
escape. The rope, which is a very stout 
one, passes from the harpoon on to a 
round tray in front of the sun, where a 
roil of 50 feet or so lies. It then passe« 
backward over a pulley on to the drum of 
n double steam winch supplied with au 
immensely powerful brake. 


Taken all in all the harpoon gun is 


about the most exquisitely cruel instru- 
ment of destruction devised by the in- 
genuity of man! But it is only when one 
Bees and knows the prodigious brute it is 
mount to destroy that one realizes that it 
is nevertheless none too effective. 
The 


gun is never discharged at a greater dis- 
tance thnn HO feet nud seldom, indeed, at 
more than 30 from the whale. To be able 
to get so near requires not only very fine 
seamanship, but a very intimate knowl- 
edge of tho habits of the animal.—Pear- 
son's Magazine.

We have advanced a long w,ay beyond 


the day when ambitious young Nicholas 
Kickleby found his only opportunity of 
becoming a teacher in Wackford Squeers' 
famous advertisement, "N. B.—Assistant 
master wanted; £5 annual salary." The 
fitting of schools with teachers -and 
teachers with schools is now a distinct 
business, one of the myriads of later day 
industries which flourish in the metrop- 
olis. 


I'd the city are several agencies which 


do a large and remunerative business in 
furnishing institutions of learning with 
teachers. These agencies are In constant 
touch with colleges and normal schools 
ou one hand and uith the schools of the 
country on the other. The agency deals 
in teachers almost as a merchant does in 
dry goods. The agency studies its cus- 
tomers and knows the availability of tho 
material it places on the market. 


Providing a school with a teacher hns 


come to be almost entirely a business 
transaction. The normal school or col- 
lege is the factory which can be relied 
upon to turn out a certain number of 
teachers annually. The agency is the 
market place, and the agent is the sales- 
man who disposes of the college product 
to the consumers, the ever increasing 
schools of the country. 


One of the largest of the city agencies 


is on the second floor of a quiet old build- 
ing not far from Union square. In the 
main ofliee, which is carpeted and hand- 
somely furnished, eight clerks are at 
work answering letters and applications 
from both prospective teachers and from 
schools. In nn inner office the aspirant 
for the ofliee of pedagogue is put through 
a series of questions to test bis or her 
ability.

But if I put an end to my life in this 
world in the first place 1 do not know 
whether life in the next will be more 
agreeable and in the second place 1 de- 
prive myself of the possibility of winning 
for myself all that may be attainable in 
this world. 


Besides, and this is the main point, it 


is foolish for me to kill myself because 
by putting an end to my earthly lift; 
merely because it seems unpleasant 1 
show that I have a perverted idea of the 
object of life. 


I assume its object to be enjoyment, 


while its real purposes should be the per- 
fecting of my individuality (ego) and tho 
service of humanity in general. Suicide 
is therefore immoral. Our life is given 
to us to be used until its natural end in 
the service of others. But the suicide en- 
joys life only so long as it seems pleasant 
to him, whereas in all probability its use- 
fulness is just beginning when it becomes 
unpleasant. -Every task is disagreeable at 
first. 


For more thnn 30 years a man lay in a 


Russian cloister paralyzed and able to 
move only his left hand. The physicians 
.said that his suffering must haw been in- 
tenso. but he made no complaint and, 
crossing himself and fixing his eyes on 
the sacred images, constantly pave thanks 
to God for the feeble spark of life that 
was left to him. lie was visited by many 
thousands of people, and it is impossible 
to estimate the good that went out to tho 
world from this man, who was almost de- 
prived of the power of motion. Certainly 
he accomplished more good than thou- 
sands of whole and sound men who fan- 
cied that they were benefiting mankind 
in every possible way.

But 
lie can serve humanity only by perfecting 
himself, and he can perfect himself only 
by sen iug humanity.— Count Leo Tolstoi.

"I suppose it is because teaching is an 


intellectual pursuit, siuil the number of 
vocations of that kind is not on tho in- 
ciease nowadays. It is certainly a fact 
that the list of men and women who ns- 
pi re to be teachers grows longer every 
year, although much more Is required of a 
teacher now than formerly. 


"There was a time when the scholarly 


attainments rmil good moral character of 
nn applicant wore the only things consid- 
ered, but that time is past. A teacher to 
succeed nowadays must have good man- 
ners and address. He must have savoir 
fnire and bo able to set nn example to 
his pupils in culture and refinement. 


'The ordinary pay of a teach-T at th? 


beginning is $000 per year. 'By an exhi- 
bition of special excellence in his depart- 
ment he can rise in the profession to be n 
principal or oven a college professor. Al- 
though ihc work of the primary school 
teacher is infinitely more exacting be is 
not paid nearly so Well as one who labors 
in high or even intermediate grades. 


"For reasons which are incomprehensi- 


ble to me women teachers nro never paid 
as much as men for the same work. It is 
not at all unusual for us to receive a let- 
ter from some school requesting a teach- 
er for some particular department. 
It 


makes no difference to us. the letter 
K.iy, whether yon send us a man or wom- 
an, but if a mnn the salary Will be a tbinl 
more than to a woman. 


"Because a teacher fails to make a suc- 


cess in his first charge it does not at all 
follcw that he is unfitted for tho profes- 
sion. In fact, I frequently send teachers 
to beginners' positions in the belief thnt 
the experience thoy will receive there will 
only fit them for the more serious work 
which will come Inter on. 


"The one besetting sin of young 


periencod tonohors is conceit. They think 
they know it nil. To attempt to reason 
tHth them or to offer suggestions is worse 
than useless. The only thing to do is to 
place thorn under a year's contract as 
masters of a lot of hoys, in some distant 
school, whose chief nmbitlon is to make 
the teacher's life miserable.

The -A rnerican nation Is grief Btriok 


en. Columbia sits bowed down in sack 
cloth and ashes Her greatest president 
since Linnoln lies pallid and mate, with 
the seal ot death upon him,—the vio 
tim of an assassin's aim. 


It is all too soon for editorial com 


ment that can do justice to the extreme 
eobernese of the occasion.

revered him was not of common mould. 
He was a man among men. Stalwart 
in his Americanism, honest in his in 
tents, firm in his convictions,—William 
McKinley was rMpeuted to an unwonted 
degree among all classes of the millions 
who hailed him as their chief executive. 


The ship of state has been ever safe 


under his pilotage. His rudder hand 
never failed. 
His 
eye 
was 
never 


blurred. 
When the shadow of death 


wrapped its folds about his form, then 
the American republic entered upon a 
new era. And so cruelly abrupt came 
the change that over the whole broad 
land stole a hush of horror ana inde 
cision. 


William McKinley died as he bad lived, 


— brave, and God-trusting, 
There wan 


no shrinking as ho went down into tho 
shadow. Frond as tho American nation 
has ever been of him as its chief execn 
tive, its intense sorrow now is tempered 
in a measure by admiration of the man- 
ner in which he met his fate: no word 
of complaint or of fear, nothing but a 
spirit of beautiful resignation to the 
will of his God, coupled with a univer- 
sal farewell to the people whom he 
loved. 


"Good by,—all good by. It ia God's 


way, 
Hii will be done." This touch- 


ing leave-taking of his country will il- 
luminate Ametican history as long as 
pages are turned and read.

Concord oa Saturday ev ning and . e 
tnrui ig on Monday m rning, ba made 
a daily train, caxe after our summer 
time table was fully arranged, and * e 
found it impossible to rearrange our 
sahedules to comply with this request 
without incurring an 
expense that 


wonld be prohibitive of making a change 
for this summer's service. 
We also 


found that the amount of business that 
would in all probability be uccommo 
dated by running the train every week 
duy would not reimburse first cost of 
the additional train service required. 


"As to the other points referred to in 


the accompanying petition, charging a 
violation of the law of 1861, in 
the 


operation of the trains between Con 
cord and Portsmouth: I would reepeot 
fully suggest that we do not admit any 
disregard of this law, as claimed. Even 
if this provision is still in full force, 
and has now all the effect that it was 
originally designed to have, the spirit 
and intention of it are fully observed. 


"I would also suggest that the rail- 


road commissioners of the state, whose 
function it is to be informed as to the 
manner in \vhich railroads are operated, 
with reference to the requirements ot 
laws, and for the security and accom- 
modation of the public, in no way, to 
my knowledge, having complained of 
or suggested any disregard of the legal 
obligations of ibis corporation iu the 
respect iudicited."

BASUTO MARRIAGE CUSTOMS. 


The Fatter the Bride the More Cattle 


She Costs. 


Among the curious customs of the Ba- 


suto—customs which never change, but 
are handed down from generation to gen- 
eration—are those connected with mar- 
riage. Suppose, good reader, you were s 
young Bafciito and had been smitten by 
the sight of a pretty face (the Basuto 
idea of beauty is quantity; the lady must 
be fat—very fat—or she has no chance of 
beinp considered beautiful), you would be 
an aggressor against the laws of etiquette 
wore you to speak to her, though yot 
might look at her admiringly. Should tb» 
attraction prove irresistible, your proper 
course of procedure would be to hunt o5> 
some old lady friend—if a mutual friend 
so much the better—and confide to her 
your wish to settle down and marry that 
particular fair one, begging her to ar- 
range everything for you as soon as pos- 
sible. This she would gladly do, taking 
the first opportunity to call on the mother 
or friends of the wished for bride- 
The 


two ladies would then talk it over, dis- 
cussing ways and means and your posi- 
tion in Basuto society. A large amount 
of tact Js necessary, as the mother of the 
lady must be convinced that the marriage 
is iu every way desirable. If your friond 
could convince her that such was the 
ca«-e, you might consider that fortune 
sniilod on your cherished plans. 


To secure to the lady of your choice tne 


full rights of a wife you would pay over 
to your future father-in-law so many 
head of cattle, according to agreement, 
vihirh is always based on the supposed 
value of the bride, her social position, per- 
sonal appearance, height, size, beauty, 
etc. This transfer of cattle makes bind- 
ing the marital contract, securing the 
woman from ill treatment at the hands of 
her husband; for, should he ill use her, 
she may return to her father or guardian, 
and so the man loses -both his wife and 
his o\en. The i-arents of your wife would 
argue that the payment of cattle was the 
very leas-t you could do to recompense 
them for all the terrible anxieties and ex- 
pense that they had gone to in bringing 
up their daughter for you. Nor do the 
Basuto ever alter in this respect; even 
should 
they 
become Christians their 


chiefs compel the payment of cattle for 
their wives.. Of course, herein lies the 
explanation of the joy manifested at the 
birth of a girl in a Basuto family. She is 
taken up and exhibited by her grand- 
mother, who first slaps her and thon 
kisses her, saying: "Luck! 
From this 


child come many herds of cattle!" 
The 


birth of a boy, on the other hand, is de- 
plored, for he is regarded as an expensive 
and unprofitable trouble. 


But to resume. Being now a son-in- 


law you must have a care how you deport 
yourself toward your father-in-law, as 
you will be expected to take n subservient 
position in regard to him. He may send 
for you at any hour of the day or night 
to do all kinds of menial work, and you 
may refuse only at your peril. He can 
require you to prepare skins; bray, dry 
and clean them for him; plow his fields, 


j,snw seeds and attend to his crops; in fact, 


you are virtually his servant. 
For the 


first year after your marriage you would 
not take your wife far away from her 
father's home, but would dwell with her In 
a kraal rlose to her parents. On. the birth 
of the first child you wonld perform the 
ceremony of inokadee, which consists in 
presenting your mother-in-law tvith a cer- 
tain number of cattle. Until this time 


i you are not allowed to speak to your 


mother-in-law, or even to look at her; 
should you meet her unexpectedly, polite- 
ness and custom maKe it necessary th;r 
you should hide your head. 


As a Basuto you need not limit your 


attentions to one wife, although you 
would distinguish your favorite lady as 
your "chief" wife, and it is her children 
who inherit, her son being known as the 
"great" son.—Chambers' Journal.

CZOLGOSZ'S HEALTH GOOD. 


Report That lie In Breaking Down 


Denied. 


Buffalo, Sept. 13.—The insanity ex- 


perts who are keeping close watch on 
Czolgosz say lip ia not breaking down. 
Drs. Fowler and Crego, the police sur- 
geons, cnllejl on him yesterday and 
saw him again last evening for a 
short time. "Is he showing any sign? 
of breaking .down?" Dr. Fowler was 
asked. 
"No." 
"Is his condition un- 


changed?" 
"Yes." 
The police deny 


the report that the prisoner Is being 
closely confined to his cell. They say 
he is allowed-a little exercise dfllly, 
consisting of walking up and down the 
corridor outside of his cell. 


Czolgosz will probably be arraigned 


before the grand jury which convenes 
on Sept. 23 and will sit for two or 
three weeks or as much longer as the 
district attorney's office requires. Con- 
cerning this the district attorney said 
yesterday: 


"Czolgosz's case will be taken before 


the grand jury just as soon as the 
president's wounds are In such shape 
that the doctors can say definitely 
what the outcome will be. A grand 
Jury will be in session then, and the 
case will be taken before it without de- 
lay." 


Justice Truinnn C. White goes on the 


bench in criminal term on the same 
day that the grand jury begins its ses- 
sion and sits until the close of the 
September term of court, a period of 
about six weeks. He is followed by 
Justice Warren B. Hooker, who takes 
the bench In criminal term on Nov. 11.
